3 50 •  The  .  estbury  .Jhite  Horse 
commemorating  Alfred’ s  victory  over  the  Danes  is  a  familiar  sight  to  travellers  on  the 
main  line  of  the  Lestem  Region  of  British  Railways,  which  also  passes  through  the 
district.  Longleat  House  in  its  rural  surroundings  of  great  beauty  is  a  focal  point 
for  both  national  and  international  visitors. 


VITAL  STATISTICS. 

The  ponulation  figures  given  are  home  populations  (i.e.  including  members  of 
the  Armed  Forces  stationed  in  the  area) .  The  figures  for  deaths  include  those  of 
members  of  the  Armed  Farces.  The  Area  comparability  factors  for  use  with  birth  and 
death  rates  contain  adjustments  for  boundary  changes  and  make  allowance  for  the  way  in 
which  the  sex  and  age  distribution  of  the  local  population  differs  from  That  for  England 
and  Laics  as  a  whole.  In  addition,  the  death  rate  area  comparability  factors  have  been 
adjusted  specifically  to  take  account  of  the  presence  of  any  residential  institutions  in 
each  area,  then  local  birth  and  death  rates  are  multiplied  by  the  appropriate  area 
comparability  factor,  they  are  comparable  with  the  rate  for  England  and  Hales  or  with

Special  arrangements  for  the  treatment  of  anthrax  have  been  provided  by  the 
South  Western  Regional  Hospital  Board  at  Claverton  Down  Hosoital,  Bath.  This  hospital 
also  holds  anti-anthrax  serun  for  prophylactic  use  and  for  the  treatment  of  patients 
sensitive  to  pencillin. 

Arrangements  for  immunization  against  anthrax  can  be  made  through  the  Wiltshir 
County  Council. 

Poisons  Information  Service. 

A  National  Poisons  Information  Service  has  been  established  at  Guy’ s  Hospital, 
London,  S.E.I.  (HOP  7600)  to  provide  information  to  medical  practitioners  so  as  to 
facilitate  treatment  in  cases  of  acute  poisoning.  This  24  hour  service  is  not  available 
to  members  of  the  public.

One  function  exercised  by  the  authority  under  this  Act  is  to  ensure 
that  nilk  supplies  do  not  contain  organisms  which  could  cause  disease  in  man. 
Eighty  samples  of  raw  milk  were  submitted  for  biological  tests  for  Tuberculosis 
and  Brucella  Abortus.  Seventy-nine  of  the  samples  gave  negative  results  but  a 
sample  of  milk  taken  early  in  the  year  from  a  small  producer/retailer  showed 
that  not  only  was  the  cow  suffering  from  mastitis  but  also  excreting  Brucella. 
A  Hotice  was  served  on  the  producer  requiring  his  milk  to  be  sent  for  heat 
treatment.  The  producer  surrendered  his  licence  as  producer/retailer  and 
consequently  all  the  milk  from  this  farm  has  been  sent  for  pasteurization. 

Fortunate ly,  it  would  appear  that  this  milk  was  discovered  to  bo 
infected  before  it  had  caused  disease  in  human  beings.  Once  again  I  must 
emphasize  the  danger  of  drinking  raw  milk.  Pasteurized  milk  is  now  available 
for  all  consumers  in  the  rural  district  and  housewives  would  bo  well  advised 
to  purchase  onky  pasteurized  nilk.

I  would  regard  the  nine  samples  reported  above  as  most  unsatisfactory 
waters  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health's  classification. 

In  October,  1963  I  advised  the  Engineer  to  the  Board  that  these  Springs 
were  wide  open  to  pollution.  His  opinion  was:- 

,!I  do  not  think  it  is  possible  for  the  Board  to  abandon  the  Springs 
as  a  source  of  supply  altogether  a,s  they  yield  considerable  quantities 
of  water  in  the  winter  when  the  samples  are  rather  more  satisfactory. 
However,  I  quite  agree  that  existing  treating  arrangements  are  not 
ideal  and  the  Board  propose,  as  part  of  the  re-construction  of  Upton 
Scudamore  Pumping  Station,  to  ins  tall  modem  super  chlorination  and 
de-chlorination  equipment  with  automatic  residual  control,  which  will 
shut  down  the  Station  automatically  if  an  adequate  chlorinate  residual 
is  not  maintained.'1 


All  this  equipment  has  now  been  installed  at  Upton  Scudamore  and  only  six 
samples  in  179  have  given  colifom  or  B.  Cell  Type  1  counts,  over  a  period  of  12 
months  to  31st  March,  1966.

Here,  the  position  during  the  year  was  much  less  satisfactory.  In  the 
early  summer,  the  Best  Wilts  ator  Board  was  asked,  at  short  notice,  to  supply 
250,000  gallons  a  day  to  the  hostbury  Cement  Barks.  This  water  had  to  be  drawn 
from  the  Mere  supply  and  the  Engineer  to  the  Board  brought  the  Crocker ton  supply 
into  use.  I  discovered  that  the  Crockcrton  Supply  was  in  use  because  of 
complaints  of  water  discolouration.  The  pH  of  this  water  varies  between  6.0  and 
6.4  and  it  is  undoubtedly  an  aggrosivo  water.  Also  the  supplies  have  been  known  to 
be  dangerously  polluted  in  the  past.  Samples  were  examined  for  lead,  copper,  zinc 
and  iron  but  only  copper  was  demonstrated  to  the  extent  of  0.50  parts  per  million. 
As  a  result  of  complaints  to  the  Board,  the  Crockcrton  Supply  has  not  been  used 
since  the  28th  February,  1966  and  the  Engineer  informs  me  that  it  is  unlikely  to 
be  used  again  except  in  an  energenejr.  Subsequently,  the  ,7ater  Board  took  the 
decision  to  employ  a  Medical  Officer  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  most  essential 
appointment  will  soon  be  made.

The  I-i? nistry  asks  whether  the  arrangements  for  sewerage  and  sewerage  disposal 
in  the  district  owe  reasonably  adequate.  The  only  parishes  properly  sewered  are  Dilton 
Harsh  and  S-.-wthwick,  and  it  will  he  seen  frora  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector’s 
report  that  works  are  being  carried  out  in  the  parish  of  forth  Bradley. 

The  Council  has  under  consideration,  sewerage  arrangements  for  the  parishes 
of  Steeple  Ashton,  Eccvil  and  BulidAigton  and  in  ny  opinion  the  whole  of  the  khorwellsdown 
Area,  which  would  include  the  parishes  of  Bratton,  Edington  and  Coulston  should  have  main 
sowers.  The  watercourse  in  these  latter  parishes  arc  very  snail  since  the  villages  are 
immediately  beneath  the  escarpment  and  substantial  dilution  of  effluent  from  septic 
tanks  does  not  take  place,  giving  rise  to  annoyance  and  in  some  cases  nuisance. 

The  Consultant  Engineer  to  the  Comic il  has  produced  a  plan  for  the  effectual 
disposal  of  sewage  in  the  whole  of  the  horwellsdown  district.  Tins  is  now  being 

studied  by  the  C-.uncil  and  ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  G-  vernment.

Urban  District  Council ,  dust  gauges  have  been  installed  by  the  Associated  Portland 
Cenent  Manuf ac turer s  Co.  at  four  sites  in  the  Ucstbury  Urban  District.  The  results 
of  analyses  are  sent  to  the  Rvral  District  by  the  Associated  Portland  Conent

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 
Dll ton  Marsh, 


The  laying  of  the  main  sewers  and  laterals  continued  throughout  the  year.  The 
disposal  works  were  completed  and  commcnc6d  operation  during  May. 

Scuthwick. 


Trio  laying  of  the  sewers  and  the  pumping  nains  continued  throughout  the  year 
and  sewage  was  discharged  to  the  Trowbridge  Urban  District  Council’s  works  for  treatment. 

North  Bradley. 

The  sewerage  scheme  for  North  Bradley  and  parts  of  Scuthwick  and  West  Ashton 
was  submitted  to  the  Ministry  by  the  Council's  Consulting  Engineers. 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL, 


As  in  the  past,  the  majority  of  refuse  collected  in  the  rural  district  was 
disposed  of  at  Bremeridgc  Farm  Tip,  Pcnleigh,  Dilton  Marsh.  The  arrangement  by  which 
refuse  from  Wcstbuiy  urban  district  is  also  dealt  with  on  this  site  continued. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  it  was  found  impossible  to  find  another  site,  the 
tip  at  Ivhook  continued  to  be  used. 

During  the  year  requests  were  received  from  the  parishes  of  North  Bradley  and 
West  Ashton  for  a  weokly  refuse  collection. 

Arrangements  with  the  Wiltshire  County  Council  for  this  Council  to  empty  the 
bins  on  the  laybys  was  continued. 

MOVEABLE  DT.  TELLINGS. 


The  private  development  at  Ashton  Park,  Steeple  Ashton  commenced  during  the 
year  but  was  not  sufficiently  advanced  to  enable  main  drainage  facilities  to  be  available 
at  Trowbridge  Lodge  Caravan  site. 

OFFICES.  SHOPS  AMD  RAILWAY PREMISES  ACT. 

As  will  be  appreciated  from  the  Statistical  Return  for  1965,  the  total  number  of 
premises  registered  during  the  year  increased  by  only  seven.  As  a  result  of  the  lack  of 
response  the  Rural  District  lias  been  completed  surveyed  and  a  list  of  the  premises  that 
have  not  registered,  but  are  required  to  do  so,  now  exists  and  a  circular  letter  will  be 
sent  where  appropriate.  Of  the  seven  new  registrations  none  were  found  to  contravene  the 
regulations  to  any  great  extent. 


On  the  whole,  lighting  requirements  have  found  to  be  exceeded  rather  than  contra¬ 
vened.  This  is  no  doubt  due  to  the  closer  relationship  between  the  employer  and  the 
employee  in  the  smaller  tjrpe  of  business  that  is  encountered  throughtout  a  rural  district; 
often  it  is  the  employee  rather  then  the  employer  that  controls  the  size  and  position  of 
the  lighting  appliances. 

During  the  year  101  visits  were  carried  out  to  all  typos  of  promises  both 
registered  and  non-rcgistcred.  No  accidents  were  reported  or  were  found  to  have  occurred.

business  after  difficulty  was  experienced  by  then  (different  in  each  individual  case)  in 
maintaining  a  satisfactory  standard  of  purity  and  quality.  The  herd  of  another  producer/ 
retailer  became  infected  with  Brucella  abortus  and  after  a  thorough  investigation  and 
detailed  sampling  the  infected  animals  were  sought  out  and  excluded  from  the  herd.  It 
was  fortunate  that  in  this  case  only  a  snail  number  of  customers  were  supplied. 

A  total  of  92  visits  were  made  to  the  dairies  and  cold  rooms  of  the  retailers 
licenced  within  the  district  and  in  all  cases  except  one,  a  producer/retailor  not  pre¬ 
viously  mentioned  in  either  of  the  previous  four  instances,  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

190  samples  cf  raw  milk  were  subjected  to  the  statutory  test  and  6  failed.  60 
samples  of  heat  treated  mill:  were  subjected  to  the  statutory  test  and  2  failed.  80  samples 
of  raw  milk  were  subject  to  examination  for  Brucella  abortus  and  Tuberculosis,  one  failed 
(Brucella  abortus).  In  all  cases  of  failure  the  required  action  was  taken  by  this  depart¬ 
ment. 


FOOD  HYGIENE. 

Due  to  pressure  of  work  it  was  not  possible  to  give  as  much  attention  as  I 
would  have  liked  to  the  inspection  of  the  various  food  premises  in  the  district,  however, 
from  the  number  of  visits  made  it  was  possible  to  ascertain  that  the  standard  of  food 
storage  and  handling  in  the  rural  district  was  satisfactory. 

HOUSING. 

(a)  Council  Housing  Prc/trammc. 

Six  bungalows  at  Southwick,  eighteen  houses  and  bungalows  at  Sutton  Vcny,  four 
bungalows  at  Edington  and  two  houses  at  Ilcytesbury  were  completed  during  the  year. 

(b)  Private  Enterprise  Housing. 

The  number  of  private  houses  under  construction  continued  to  rise  and  as 
indicated  in  my  report  last  year  the  enforcement  of  the  Building  Byelaws  and  Town  and 
Country  Planning  Acts  in  respect  of  this  type  of  development  took  up  a  great  deal  of  the 
staff's  time.  One  hundred  and  thirty  houses  were  completed  during  the  year  and  one  hundred 
and  eighteen  were  under  construction  at  the  end  of  December,  1965. 

(c)  Improvement  Grants. 

During  the  year  thirty- three  houses  were  improved  with  the  aid  of  Discretionary 
Grants  totalling  £9,804  and  thirty-four*  houses  were  improved  with  the  aid  of  Standard 
Grants  totalling  £5,283  2s.  lOd. 

(d)  Housing  Puueirs  and  Rents  Act. 

No  applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were  received  during  1965.
